Even 
Zeno himself. would probably 
have given vent to his feelings 
had he been compelled to trudge 
through the slush during the 
Tube strike from the Strand to, 
say, Ealing, after a hard day’s 
work. The Londoners didn’t. 
He trudged it as a matter of 
course without calling down 
curses upon the heads of those 
responsible—and .trudged back 
again next morning: * 

It was characteristic of the 
Londoner to treat the whole thing 
as something of a joke, and to 
aceept ‘an unpleasant situation 
philosophically. The Londoner is 
not lacking in spirit, but he is 
essentially law abiding, and will 
endure with cheerful fortitude 
discomforts which would cause 
riots in any Continental city. 
Small wonder that even our al- 
lies find it difficult to understand 
us! 

What Spartan or Stoie would 
uneomplainingly endure having 
to fight his way every morning 
and evéning into an Underground, 
station for the privilege of trav- 
eling in a train packed to suffo- 
cation? Yet hundreds of thou- 
sands of Londoners do it, day af- 
ter day and month after month, 
and do it cheerfully.
